Tbe town council postponed a 
decision on making a grant to- 
ward a Victorian Order Nurse, 
after hearing a deputation and 
discussing the subject, at a town 
council meeting Monday even- 
ing. _' s . 

The deputation, appointed at 
a public meeting, consisted of 
Mrs. Harry Bell, Mrs. J. C. R. 
Edwards, Rev. Joseph A. Koff- 
end, Bernard McHalc, Fred 
Thompson and Mrs, A. H. Woods. 
Mr. Koffend was the spokesman. 

Mr. Koffend presented a res- 
olution which requested appoint- 
ment of a Victorian Order Nurse 
on April 1 and a grant of $1,250, 
and listed 18 names from which 
an administrative committee of 
ten persons might be chosen. 

The names suggested were: Dr. 
J. H. Wesley, M.O.H., Mayor Dr. 
L. W. Dales, Mrs. Harry Bell, 
Mrs. J. C. R. Edwards, Rev. 
Joseph A. Koffend, Bernard Mc- 
Halc, Fred Thompson, Mrs. A. H. 
Woods, Mrs. Max Smith, Prin- 
cipal H, A. Jackson, R. D. Brown, 
Archie Mair. Mrs. Bertha Dunn, 
Mrs. M. B. Soldon, % B. Ep- 
worth, Principal J. B. Bastedo, 
W. M. Cockburn. H. E. Lambert. 

Reeve F. A. '.undy asked 
whether "the scnool .board" 
would bear a portion of the ex- 
pensc. Mr. Koffend said that he 
had not discussed the question 
with the board to which he be- 
longed, but that the committee 
hoped that* the school boards 
would contribute something ad- 
ditional to the council grant of 
$1,250. 

"How much?" asked Councillor 
Joseph Vale. 

"Fifty dollars," said Mr. Koff- 
end. 

"That means a total of $1,300 
from the town?" said Councillor 
J. L. Spillette. "Yes." agreed 
Mr. Koffend, 

"What about an office?" asked 
Councillor Wm. Dixon. "Do you 
expect any expenditure on it 
from the town?" 

"We haven't made any request 
for an office." said Mr, Koffend. 
"It would be up to the administ- 
rative committee when appoint- 
ed." 

"We are interested in knowing 
what the total cost to the town 
would be," said Mr. Dixon. 

"If we grant $1,250, will our 
responsibility be through?" asked

j Mr. Koffend said that the total 
V.O.N, budget would be about 
$1,050. " 

Deputy-Reeve A. D. Evans sug- 
gested that the matter be dis- 
cussed later in the meeting, when 
more information might be avail- 
able. 

"This matter has been thrashed 
out for a long time," said Mayor 
Dr. L. W. Dales. "The only thing 
that stands between us now is a 
! matter of accommodation. The 
J grant should be half a mill. If 
I the assessment goes up, the grant 
' should increase. Tt should be 
paid monthly." 

Mr. Koffend said that he had 
been talking with the deputation 
and that all the money the com- 
mittee intended to ask for was 
$1,250. Accommodation might 
be extra but there would be no 
expense to the town in furnish- 
ing or decorating. 

Dr. Dales invited the commit- 
tee to remain until the council, 
then in committee of the whole, 
could discuss the question and 
reach a decision. 

Later on, when the question 
was reached again. Councillors 
■ Frank Bowser and J. L. Spillette 
moved that a grant of half a mill 
be made, to be paid in monthly 
instalments. 

Dr. Dales said that the half 
mill would be for a full year and 
that the 1943 grant would be only 
pro rata. 

N. L. Mathews, K. C, clerk and 
solicitor, said that that would 
mean three-eighths of a mill this 
year, for the period from April 
to December. 

Dr. Dales said that employment 
of a V. O. N. nurse would be a 
"milestone" in the history of 
Newmarket. 

"I have been admiring very 
much the effort that these citi- 
zens have been putting forth," 
said Mr. Vale. "I know that 
thrir purpose is sincere. It is 
only as interested groups like 
this promote various projects 
that the council takes action. I 
hope that you will credit me with 
sincerity loo.

Need Yet More Clothes 
For Russian Relief 

The first collection of clothing 
to send to Russia has been packed 
and shipped to Toronto. Deliv- 
ery to the collection base in Tor- 
onto is being taken care of by 
the Davis Leather Co. 

This first shipment weighs 
about half a ton, containing a 
large number of winter coats, 

among them an excellent fur- 
lined coat with Persian Iamb col- 
lar, a dozen good quilts, woollen 
underwear and other clothing. 

Further shipments will be 
made as sufficient supplies ac- 
cumulate. Anyone having good 
used clothing to donate is asked 
to toko it any Tuesday or Friday 
afternoon to the kitchen nt Trin- 
ity United church. 

The Russian people who will 
get this clothing have lost every- 
thing, say 'the Red Cross ladies 
who arc doing the packing. They 
have no needles, thread, buttons 
or patches to repair clothing. 
Contributors ore asked to see 
that clothing is clean and in con- 
dition to wear.

All 
of us should avoid impatience 
with the store that hasn't the 
brand or the size desired, the un- 
necessary calling of the doctor, 
failing to keep a dental appoint- 
ment, osklng tho garage or the 
printing-shop or the machine- 
shop for rush jobs unnecessarily. 

The Era and Express faces the 
immediate future with insuffic- 
ient staff. This town's news- 
paper d' s nn important com- 
munity jois and plays its part in 
the notional mobilization of eff- 
ort and must go on. And it will 
bo carried on In spite of ony 
difficulties that may arise— with 
the help and the consideration of 
readers and advertisers, "Hie Era 
and Express is a "daily news- 
paper published weekly," that Is, 
the work of producing this paper 
must be divided over six day*,

owe any allegiance to any politi- 
cal party, or any other group or 
Individual, and shall be free to 
criticize or commend any political 
or other party or group, govern- 
ment, or individual, within the 
bounds of fair comment, as occa- 
sion may arise in tho opinion of 
th* publisher and editor/' 



An order has now been issued 
to newspaper publishers ' that 
"mailings for overseas destina- 
tions must be confined to copies 
addressed to bona fide subscrib- 
ers," that is, to persons whose 
subscriptions have been paid 
either by themselves or by some- 
one on their behalf. 

Tho Era and Express is being 
sent to 122 Newmarket soldiers, 
sailors and airmen overseas or on 
active service on the Atlantic or 
Pacific from Canadian ports or 
air-ports. Of these subscriptions 
14 are paid for by friends and 
relatives and 108 are free. Six 
more names arc being added this 
week to this mailing list, which 
is also used by the Newmarket 
Veterans for moiling their par- 
cels. 

The Express-Herald began to 
send free papers overseas in the 
spring of 1040, shortly after the 
first Newmarket boys arrived 
overseas. The Newmarket Era 
began to send free papers to the 
Newmarket boys In the summer 
of 1941. 

It is hoped that quite a few 
parents and friends of tho boys 
overseas will wnnt to take over 
subscriptions, at the soldier half- 
price rate of $1. 

On the suggestion of Mayor Dr. 
L. W. Dales tho town council un* 
nnlmously agreed to assume re- 
sponsibility for the balance, those 
subscriptions not paid for by 
friends and relatives, at a meet- 
ing of tho town council on Mori* 
day evening. - .

Newmarket town council voted 
$25 to the Newmarket Lions club 
for tho Aid to Russia fund nt a 
meeting on Monday evening. 

Four members of the council, 
Councillors Joseph Vole, Wm. 
Dixon and A. V. Higginsdn and 
Deputy-Reeve A, D. Evans voted 
against the grnnt. 

Mr, Vale and Mr, Dixon said 
.thnt citizens had already given 
individually and would now be 
jMng^a second time, 
■'(fit would be only half a cent 
pe.r ^ Deri6n; , N, h, Mathews, K.C., 
clerk and solicitor, told Mr, Vale, 
In reply to a question, Mr. 
Mathews said that tho depart- 
ment of municipal affairs hnd 
odvised the town not to make 
patriotic grants. 

Mr. Vale said that tho council 
hadn't given to the British War 
Victims* fund and "turned the 
Greeks down." 

Mr. Evans said that tho council 
had not made a grnnt to the Red 
Cross, the Aid to China fund, the 
British War Victims' fund, and 
that once the council started glv* 
!ng It couldn't stop. 

Reeve F. A. Lundy said that 
the county council was giving 
$5,CMXJ, and agreed to support the 
e,rant if it wero mude to the 
Lions club rather than to the Aid 
to Russia fund. 

With the vote tied, Mayor Dr. 
L. W. Dales, who proposed the 
grant, declared it carried. 
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PUBLIC BUSINESS 

XAstowel town council recently agreed to hold 
a committee meeting once each month to discuss 
fuJIy problems coming before the regular council 
meeting*. No by-laws or resolutions would be 
passed at the committee meetings but the council 
would put through the necessary resolutions and 
by-laws at its regular meetings with a minimum 

of discussion, i 
It was apparently the mayor's idea, and it was 

also the mayor's idea that the press and the pub- 
lic should not be present at the committee meet- 
ings. Some of the councillors did not understand 
this side of the plan apparently, and when they 
did, and when other citizens expressed criticism, 
the council gave up the whole idea. 

The point is that the public is entitled to know- 
not only what decisions are reached b>- a public 
body, but also what are. the reasons for the de- 
cisions, whether the questions have been thor- 
oughly discussed, whether pros and cons have 
both been brought out, what particular members 
think about each question, and the extent to 
which various members of the public body have 
influenced the decision. 

Public business is not like private business. It 
is sometimes a handicap to have to decide public 
business in public, for possibly if a single individ- 
ual could make the necessary decision and con- 
duct the business for the town (in dictator-style) 
he could often drive shrewd bargains on behalf 
of the corporation. But public business remains 
public business. It is the business of every 
citizen, and every citizen is entitled to know ail 

about it. 

On the other hand, it is usually a great ad- 
vantage to the town and !o lll05e conducting the 
town's business that they work in a glass house. 
When citizens know what is being done, how it 
is being done and why it is being done, they pay 
taxes more promptly and cheerfully, and they 
vote intelligently at the end of the year. When 
there is a capital expenditure to be made, the 
citizens, if they have the say, will invariably turn 
it down if they haven't been taken completely 
into the confidence of the spending body. If they 
have been kept fully informed, and the spending 
body is right, they will not be slow to give their 
approval. 

For example, a few months ago Newmarket 
town council bought a building to be used as a 
municipal office. There was not a single objec- 
tion raised at a public hearing by the municipal 
board. That was because the public had gained 
confidence in the council's decision, as a result 
of following the council discussions concerning 
the practicality of renovation of the old build- 
ing and concerning the advisability of doing it in 
war-time. The public saw that some. of the coun- 
cillors were opposed to the first proposal and then 
*>aw that they were nil in favor of the second pro- 
posal. Citizens were satisfied that the council 
had considered the question carefully and that 
there were members of the council who were 
ready to criticize any unnecessary expenditure. 

Something different happened a few years ago. 
'Hie Newmarket high school board proposed to the 
public adding a shop-work and domestic science 
wing to the high school, with substantial provin- 
cial assistance. It was an excellent proposal, in 
the interests of the town and the young people of 
the town. The board favored the plan unanim- 
ously. Citizens voted on it and, we think short- 
sightedly (what an advantage it would be today 
in preparing boys. for war industry or the armed 
forces!), turned it down. But the high school 
board had itself been ".-sold" on the proposal by 
provincial department of education representa- 
tives at a meeting at which the press was not 
present. The public consequently not only missed 
that original presentation, but it did not hear the 
questions and objections probably raised by mum- 
men* of the board before they became convinced. 

When citizens read in the press the questions 
'and criticisms of doubting members of a public 
body, and then see those questions and criticisms 
satisfied, their own questions and criticisms be- 
come satisfied. They ,too become "sold." 

There is another important reason why the 
transaction of public business should he fully re- 
ported in the press. Those who arc transacting 
that business will not continue in public office 
indefinitely, but it is important that their suc- 
cessors should appreciate what they have done. 
why they did it, and what their objectives and 
ambitions for the town wore. Those successors 
are citizens as yet unidentified, and the only way 
to keep them informed is to keep nil citizens in- 
formed. 

There arc people who are, continually trying to 
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keep facts about public business from the public. 
It is a great disservice. There is no fact about 
public business (with the exception of the names 
of persons receiving the benefit of welfare ex- 
penditures) which the public is not entitled to 
know, and there should be no irresponsible re- 
marks made at council or board meetings whkh 
will not bear reporting to the public. The public 
man should think carefully before he speaks.
